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DEBRA FOX 


TRIBUTES have been paid to ‘tenacious 
councillor’ and popular Haverhill figure, 
Gordon Cox, who died last week. 

Concerns were raised about the welfare of 
Cllr Cox, who was 66, by his family after they 
were unable to contact him. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, policing commander 
for Haverhill, confirmed that officers entered 
his home, in Hundon Place, and found him 
dead on Thursday. 

Tributes to the councillor have poured in 
since his death from family, friends, col¬ 
leagues and ward members. 

Cllr Cox is survived by his children Bradley, 
Sarah, Stuart and Mark, and his 10 grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Bradley, 29, spoke of his father’s love for 
football and refereeing - and his love of “hav¬ 
ing a moan” on local issues. 

He added: “He’s quite well known in the 
area with local football teams and he would 
always be out and about finding things to 
moan about.” 

Daughter Sarah, 37, said: “He was a fantastic 
dad to all of us and he loved us all. We’re just 
going to miss him terribly.” 

A minute’s silence was held at league foot¬ 
ball matches at the weekend and a tribute to 
Cllr Cox has been placed at the First World 
War memorial sundial in East Town Park. 

Cllr Tony Brown, a fellow borough council¬ 
lor and UKIP member, paid tribute to his col¬ 
league’s tireless work for the town and its 
people. 


to hear that Cllr Gordon Cox passed away 
suddenly and unexpectedly. 

“His absolute passion for Haverhill shone 
through in everything he did. 

“Cllr Cox was a lively character and will be 
very much missed by us all. 

“I, and every borough councillor, send our 
condolences to his family.” 

Cllr Cox represented Haverhill East and was 
first elected in 2004. 

In recent weeks he had been working on 
improvements to Strasbourg Square and 
assisting residents across town with com¬ 
plaints on social housing. 

Chris Cullum, local resident, said he will 
remember Cllr Cox as “Mr Haverhill” because 
he loved the town so much. 

Mr Cullum, 48, said: “He was a very good 
councillor, always on the ball with issues 
which residents brought up. 

“He has also been a great referee to all the 
young people who play football. He will be 
sadly missed by them - even those he gave a 
red card.” 

Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk MP, has 
spoken of his enjoyment of working alongside 
Cllr Cox for five years. 

He said: The whole of Haverhill will be sad 
to hear of the death of Councillor Gordon 
Cox. 

“I enjoyed working with Gordon over the 
past five years. He was dedicated to serving 
Haverhill in his own inimitable way and he 
will be missed by all.” 

The councillor was “fearless” at sticking up 
for his community, he added. 

At the time the Weekly News went to print, 
arrangements had yet to be finalised for Cllr 
Cox’s funeral.

Report any 
anti-social 
behaviour 
to us, say 
town police 

_ ANTI-social behaviour 
and potential drug use in 
Strasbourg Square was 
voted in by the public last 
month as a new policing 
priority. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of the 
SNT, and Inspector Peter 
Ferrie, policing 
commander, are asking 
the public to be vigilant 
in reporting crimes. 

Sgt Gilbert said: 
“Regular patrols have 
been carried out and we 
have ABCs (acceptable 
behaviour contracts) on 
two individuals. 

“We will deal with 
complaints when they 
come.” 

The area does not have a 
“high level” of problems - 
but the empty Vixen pub 
does attract anti-social 
behaviour, they said. 

Inspector Ferrie added: 
“We don't want the 
rundown nature of the 
Vixen to be an attraction 
for youths who might be 
tempted to cause ASB.” 

The next Haverhill Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) meeting is in 
December.

ONCE the beating heart of 
one of Haverhill's busiest 
estates, this square is now 
looking tired and in desper¬ 
ate need of a revamp. 

This is the message from 
councillors, residents, police 
and businesses alike, who are 
calling for improvements to 
Strasbourg Square. 

The square, on the 
Chalkstone Estate, was once 
the heart of the area - but it 
has been allowed to fall into 
disrepair. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who repre¬ 
sents Haverhill East on both 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Suffolk County 
Council, is one of those lead¬ 
ing calls for improvements. 

The former Vixen pub, 
which has been closed for 
around five years, is being 
hailed as the “eyesore” of the 
square - and bringing it back 
into use would be the first 
step in improving the area, 
Cllr Brown said. 

“It is not acceptable just to 
let this place be left as such an 
eyesore in a main focal point 
of our estate,” he said. 

At a planning meeting last 
week, Colin Poole, town clerk, 
told members that the pub’s 
owners, R Gwinnell & Sons 
funeral directors, had been 
advised to secure the site, and 
repair broken windows. 

The pub has been the target 
of anti-social behaviour in 
the past, with windows being 
smashed, graffiti being 
drawn on the brick and litter 
being dumped behind the 
building. 

The company took over the 
pub with the intention of 
turning it into a funeral par¬

lour. A change of use applica¬ 
tion to the borough council in 
2012 was later withdrawn. 

More pressure needs to be 
put on the company to trans¬ 
form the pub, Cllr Brown 
said, which would be “per¬ 
fect” for pop-up shops below, 
and flats above. 

No-one at R Gwinnell & 
Sons was available to com¬ 
ment. 

Strasbourg Square is also 
home to popular takeaway 
Chippy’s, the On Track chil¬ 
dren’s centre, the Chalkstone 
Community Centre and a 
Londis convenience store. 

The area has “enormous” 
footfall due to the takeaway, 
shop and children’s centre, 
Cllr Brown said. 

Glenn Edwards, partner at 
Chippy’s, and Amrik Singh 
Rai, owner at Londis, agree 
that something needs to be 
done. 

Mr Edwards said: “The area 
just needs refreshing.” 

The square is “too dark” in 
the winter and businesses 
and residents alike would 
benefit from more lighting, 
Mr Rai added. 


There are also concerns 
about the surfacing across 
the square which is like a 
“patchwork quilt”, and only 
repaired sporadically 
There are fears that footfall 
would decrease if the closure 
of On Track goes ahead as 
proposed. Under plans from 
Suffolk County Council, the 
centre is set to merge with the 
Cartwheels centre on the 
Clements Estate. 

A consultation is under way 
Cllr Gordon Cox, who died 
last week, was also working 
on a plan for the square. 

A spokesman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said a report on 
resurfacing work for the 
square is being drawn up, 
and a project will be present¬ 
ed to the Haverhill Area 
Working Party in December. 

He added: “Cllr Cox was lob¬ 
bying for improvements and 
had met with council officers 
on site to discuss the issue.” 

A new care home, Cleves 
Place, is being built by Care 
UK on the site of the former 
Chalkstone Middle School. It 
is due to open in January

Man, 72, pleads guilty to sex offences 


A PENSIONER who used to 
live in Haverhill has admitted 
committing sexual offences 
in the town. 

Robert Roach, 72, appeared 
in Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday and pleaded guilty to 
two counts of indecent 
assault. 

The offences took place 
between October 18,1980 and

Christopher Paxton, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that 
both offences represented a 
breach of trust. 

Judge David Goodin said: 
“The offences to which you 
have pleaded guilty are very 
serious ones. 

“They plainly cross the cus¬ 
tody threshold. 

“Because of the age of them 


the court has to sentence you 
with the maximum sentences 
available at the time.” 

Judge Goodin added that 
sentencing would have been 
“considerably higher” had the 
offences taken place more 
recently. 

Roach, now of Brewers Yard, 
Southminster, Essex, has 
been granted bail until sen¬ 
tencing on November 5.

Accused 
priest, 56, 
appears 
in court 

A PRIEST accused of fraud 
has made his first 
appearance at crown court. 

The Rev Ian Finn, 56, 
appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday before 
Judge John Devaux. 

It is alleged that Finn, who 
was arrested at his home in 
Hopton Rise, Haverhill, in 
March, paid £13,204 in 
“church service fees” to 
himself, instead of to the 
Diocese of St Edmundsbury 
and Ipswich. 

This is alleged to have 
taken place between June 
2007, and March of this year, 
in relation to his work at St 
Mary the Virgin church, 
Haverhill. 

Finn was charged by 
Suffolk Police in August, and 
entered a not guilty plea at 
Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court last 
month. 

A provisional trial date was 
set for February next year. 

Judge Devaux told the 
priest, who has been on 
extended leave from his 
position since February, that 
he will continue to be granted 
unconditional bail until his 
next court appearance. 

Finn will return to court on 
December 19 for a plea case 
and management hearing.

Opinion split over work 
on Havebury homes

RENDERING work carried out 
on social housing to improve 
insulation has continued to 
divide opinion across the town. 

Homes owned by Havebury 
Housing Partnership on 
Haverhill’s Birds Estate are being 
transformed, with existing peb¬ 
ble dash being removed in favour 
of smooth render, painted yellow. 

As previously reported in the 
Weekly News, the cladding work 
was allowed by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council under “permit¬ 
ted development” - which means 
the new look has to be “similar” 
to the previous appearance. 

Residents living near to the 
homes have voiced concerns that 
the homes now “stand out” and 
can be clearly identified as social 
housing, while others are wel¬ 
coming the modern change to 
the properties’ exterior. 

A woman, who has lived on 
Gannet Close for seven years and 
privately rents her home, has wel¬ 
comed the work - but thinks the 
colour should have been differ¬ 
ent. The woman, who did not 
want to be named, said: “It does 


tell everybody that somebody is 
living in a council house - the 
colour doesn’t fit in at all. 

“The work is a good thing, but 
it’s not nice to see all the yellow.” 

A note was put through the 
woman’s door before work start¬ 
ed, she said, but she was not 
offered the option to buy into the 
scheme and have similar work 
done to her home. Another resi¬ 


dent, who has lived in Gannet 
Close for 15 years, suggested a 
similar colour to the pebble dash 
would have been more appropri¬ 
ate. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
she said: “You still get people in 
this day and age who say ‘you live 
in a council house’. It shouldn’t, 
but it does happen.” 

She added: “The work itself is 


fine, but the colour is horrible. If 
it was a different colour it would 
be fine.” 

Other residents have expressed 
their support for the scheme on 
Facebook, with one saying 
“Havebury are only making the 
most of the properties they own”. 

Others have commented on the 
“lovely colour”, which they say 
has brightened up the estate.

Homes scheme 
voted through 


EIGHT new homes will be 
built on land near 
Haverhill’s Lower Downs 
Slade. 

The flats, proposed by 
Havebury Housing 

Partnership, have been sub¬ 
ject to much debate by coun¬ 
cillors, with a previous appli¬ 
cation being amended, then 
later refused in April. 

Last Thursday, members of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee voted 13 to 2 
to approve a new application 
- with no associated parking 
for tenants taking on the 
homes. 

The original application 
was for eight homes with six 
garages. This was later 
reduced to four. 

Conversations are ongoing 
as to what will be provided in 
the way of parking for resi¬ 
dents who wish to live there. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Maureen Byrne said she

was supporting the plans - 
but with “reservations”. 

She said: “Haverhill Town 
Council welcomed the 
improvements and I would 
confirm we desperately need 
this housing in Haverhill but 
the carparking issue has got 
to be resolved.” 

The town council suggest¬ 
ed that permits be arranged 
for the nearby short stay car 
park, she said. 

Dave Beighton, planning 
officer, told the meeting that 
conversations had taken 
place between Havebury 
and the relevant people at 
the local authority, but no 
agreement had been made. 

Suffolk County Council 
highways formally objected 
to the plans. 

The ideal number of park¬ 
ing spaces for the develop¬ 
ment would be 10, the coun¬ 


ty council said, but it would 
accept five due to “the sus¬ 
tainable town centre loca¬ 
tion”. 

Cllr Alaric Pugh moved to 
approve the plans, with Cllr 
David Ray seconding them. 

Cllr Pugh said: “I have to 
support that Havebury 
response to the committee’s 
concerns.” 

Cllr Ray praised the scheme 
for delivering 100 per cent 
affordable housing for the 
town. 

Other concerns raised dur¬ 
ing the meeting included 
where bins would be placed 
for collection and how fire 
escapes would be provided 
in the building. 

Speaking outside the meet¬ 
ing, Scott Bailey, head of 
development for Havebury, 
said: “It’s been a long time to 
get that one through and we 
are pleased that the feed¬ 
back they gave us last time 
led to this decision.” 


‘Atrocious’ housing plan deferred 
until parties can come to agreement 


PLANNING bosses have 
declined to make a decision 
on an “atrocious” housing 
project to allow residents and 
developers to come to an 
agreement. 

Developers have been sent 
back to the drawing board to 
address claims their 
12-house site in Linton will 
“tower above” the village. 

Members of South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 


tee voted to defer the deci¬ 
sion to give developers and 
parishioners time to “brush 
out a decision” between 
them. 

The development was pro¬ 
posed for land off Horseheath 
Road. A mixture of two and 
three bedroom houses and 
bungalows, including some 
affordable homes, would be 
built 

Rowan Haysom, develop¬ 
ment architect, said: “The 


scheme will provide afforda¬ 
ble homes, and there are 
amenities of primary and 
secondary schools in the 
area.” 

But, opponents to the 
scheme argued that the 
affordable houses were too 
big, and not appropriate for 
the village’s elderly popula¬ 
tion who would need them. 

The committee voted to 
defer the decision until 
agreements could be made.

THEY just don’t make pop-rock jazz-funk bands like 
they used to, do they? Good job Level 42 are still 
going strong (yes, they split up between 1994 and 
2001, but they’ve worked through it, give 'em a 
break).

The Assembly 
of Animals 

DESIGNED by performance 
artist and painter Tim Spooner, 
The Assembly of Animals 
sounds completely magical. 

Part show, part installation 
it's setting up at Cambridge 
Junction, revolving around a 
stage that slowly expands, lit 
by neon colours and sub¬ 
merged in murky blackness. 

As the venue reshapes itself 
gradually, strange visions, col¬ 
ourful liquids, and, most excit¬ 
ingly, magnetic dogs(l), emerge 
from the darkness.

THE leaves are starting to fall, the 
lawn needs rejuvenating, the beds 
could do with a tidy-up, and over¬ 
crowded plants can be lifted and 
divided.

■ Clearing leaves: There are many 
rakes on the market but among the 
best is the Fiskars Garden Light Leaf 
Rake, available in medium or large, 
which has a tough plastic head and 
an ergonomically designed light¬ 
weight hardened aluminium shaft and 
comfortable soft grip handle. (RRP of 
£29.99 each, available nationwide at 
DIY stores, garden centres and on¬ 
line. Go to www.fiskars.co.uk). If you 
want mechanical help, try the Bosch 
ALS 2500 garden vacuum to collect 
the leaves from the patio and shred

■ Lawn care: Springtine rakes:

Alternatively you can buy electric 
scarifiers, which are useful if you have 
a large lawn, or pushable manual 
versions.

■ Autumn and winter digging: A 
good garden fork is perfect for this 
job. 

Buy the best quality one you can, 
as so many cheaper versions end up 
with prongs bending or even snap¬ 


ping under duress. You'll also need 
a fork to lift plants which you want 
to move or divide in autumn. Among 
the best is the made-in-UK Bulldog 
classic premier garden fork, which 
has a head made from a single piece 
of steel and an ash shaft and handle 
and comes with a lifetime guarantee. 
(RRP £50.67) or the smaller, lighter 
shrubbery fork (RRP 49.74) both 
available from www.qualitygarden- 
tools.com 

■ Plant bulbs. You can use a hand 
trowel and fork to do this job, but 
bulb planters lift a core of soil, ena¬ 
bling you to plant bulbs quickly and 
are useful in soil that holds together 
well but is not too heavy. 

There are many good ones on the 
market, but instead of having to kneel 
to do the job you can buy them with 
a long handle so you can push the 
planter in with your foot. Burgon &

THE first day of the paper¬ 
less car tax system 
descended into chaos with 
the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
website buckling under 
“unprecedented demand” 
for the electronic version of 
the disc. 

From October 1, vehicle 
owners will no longer have 
to display the vehicle excise 
duty (VED) disc on their 
screens, with those need¬ 
ing to renew their VED 
either doing it online at the 
DVLA’s car tax website or at 
Post Office branches. 

But many people have 
been unable to get on to the 
DVLA site, prompting the 
agency to issue an apology 
and to advise vehicle own¬ 
ers to “keep trying”. 

The AA reported that a 
number of its members 
had complained about not 
being able to access the 
DVLA site, with president 
Edmund King saying it was 
“a bit ironic in this digital

age” that the system had 
been overwhelmed. 

The DVLA said: “More 
than 270,000 people suc¬ 
cessfully used our online 
car tax service yesterday - 
that’s 30,000 more than on 
the same day last year. 

“We are currently experi¬ 
encing unprecedented 
demand which means that 
some customers may be 
experiencing slow 

response times or having 
difficulty accessing the 
service. 

“We are of course very 


sorry for any inconven¬ 
ience and we are urgently 
investigating to improve 
service quality for the 
minority of our customers 
that are experiencing 
issues.” 

A DVLA spokeswoman 
said: “The system has not 
crashed - it’s just slow at 
the moment. We are advis¬ 
ing people to keep trying.” 

Earlier this year, in writ¬ 
ten evidence to the House 
of Commons Transport 
Committee, the AA said: 
“The AA believes that ail¬ 


ing mainframe systems 
like the vehicle and driver 
registers at DVLA have 
worked admirably well 
given what is now expected 
of them. 

“However, they are no 
longer fit for purpose to 
deliver the motoring agen¬ 
cies’ vision now proposed.” 

Yesterday, Mr King said: 
“We’ve had a number of our 
members coming on to us 
say that the DVLA car-tax 
site has crashed. It’s a bit 
ironic in this digital age 
that the site goes down on 
the first day of the elec¬ 
tronic system coming into 
being. 

“I think that not only a lot 
of people have tried to get 
on to the site to renew their 
car tax but also a number 
have tried to access the site 
to find out how the chang¬ 
es to the car tax system 
affect them.” 

The car tax disc lasted 93 
years, having been intro¬ 
duced in 1921.
